IT FALLS ON CHICAGO FIELD 


Daring Birdman Refuses Counsel of 


Wiser Men and Soars in Air 


For Last Time. 


Uufearful ut danger and nut heed­ 
ing the warnings 
given 
him, Col. 
Paul Peck. the aviator who made two 
brilliant 
Hights 
here 
Wednesday, 
August first, 
yesterday 
afternoon 
late was caught by a strong gust of 
wind while sailing over Cicero field 
a t Chicago a t an altitude of two 
hundred feet, and he and his biplane 
were hurled to the ground. 
The bril­ 
liant young birdman was so horribly 
crushed that he died at 12:50 this 
morning about seven hours after the 
accident, in a Chicago hospital. 
Ile was descending from his last 
contemplated Hight of the day in the 
biplane which he personally develop­ 
ed, and which was expected to i n ­ 
form wonders iii the aviation 
meet 
beginning today. 
Twice during the afternoon he had 
made brilliant flights. 
On his last 
flight he had ascended to a height of 
about OOO feet and with the eyes of 
3.000 spectators fixed upon him be­ 
gan his descent. 
Ile descended in 
long, 
sweeping 
spirals until he was scarcely 200 feet 
from the ground. 
Suddenly some­ 
thing went wrong, and f rom tile long, 
birdlike swoop the biplane suddenly 
swerved, quivered and 
then tipj»ed 
sh a i ply downward. 
Peek struggled with his 
controls, 
and for ail instant appeared to have 
regained the mastery of the air. but 
an instant later the machine dipped, 
and as the spectators groaned in hor­ 
ror. biplane and aviator dropped like 
a plummet. 
W i t h a crash that resounded 
all 
over the field the machine struck the 
ground, alighting head on. 
Peck was 
pinned under toe wreckage with the 
heavy engine resting partly on his 
chest aud neck. 
The wreckage was 
immediately c l e a r e d and Peci^nvas 
rushed to the hospital iii an antaBio- 
bile. 
He was unconscious and bleed­ 
ing from a score oi c u t s made by the 


g u y s and splintered supports of his 
biplane. 
T h o u s a n d s of Rushville aud Rush 
county will remember the 
thrilling 
exhibition o f the mastery of the air 
by Col. Peek ltere the first day of last 
month. 
T h ron gs o f people waited the 
whole afternoon patiently fo r Col. 
P e e l to fly here from Connersville, 
where lie was to give a flight 
t lie 
same afternoon, 
lie finally arrived 
about six o’clock in the evening, but 


not until a g o o d many had wended 
their way homeward, disappointed. 


T h o s e who waited were amply re­ 
warded. 
In order to comply with his 
contract, although darkne— was fast 
approaching, Col. Peek 
made 
two 
beautiful flights, exhibiting his m ar­ 


v e l o u s control of the 
aircraft. 
Ile 
swerved the biplane about in the air. 
and it soared and dipped and raised 
like a bird on the wing. 
Col. Peck was a very affable young 
man. He was quiet and unassuming, 
but was willing to talk of his work 
and ambitions when questioned.

newspaper men he told his plans for 
the winter which he intended to spend 
ii the far wc-t or the south, 
While 
here lie anticipated the meet at Chic­ 
ago. 
That C ot Peek would eventually 
meet hi- death in his biplane was the

About Advance Payments. 
The republican i*osition as to ad­ 
vance payments from county treas­ 
urers was that the state's share of 
taxes when collected while arbitrarily

The wisdom of this transaction, and 
the accuracy of the estimates, are 
proven by the fact that the year, 1895, 
ended with a balance to the general 
fund of $283,998.84. 
The state saved 
$85,000 in interest by making the pay­ 
ment at that time, and the treasury 
was not cramped for money during 
my successor’s administration. 
I submit this was the part of finan­ 
cial economy and wisdom, and would 
have been duplicated by any bank or 
financial agency in the transaction 
of its own affairs.

State Bureau of Inspection 
For the alleged purpose of better­ 
ing the service and conditions sur­ 
rounding factories and employees, the 
state bureau of inspection was cre­ 
ated. The year 1910, was the last full 
year of the obi department of inspec­ 
tion. the state labor commission and 
the state mine inspector. In that yeat 
year the cost of these departments 
was $29.91 s.55. 
The state board of 
inspection has not yet been in opera­ 
tion a full fiscal year and we can only 
take the provision of the act as the 
basis of its cost. 
The act, true to 
democratic practices, provides for a 
big chief, inspectors, etc., etc., with a 
•alan- list of $33,800 as a starter. 
There are fifteen assistants and three 
inspectors provided for, a total of 
eighteen men, whose all around duty 
is to “inspect,” and these patriotic 
gentlemen with their traveling and 
incidental expenses will make an an­ 
nual additional expenditure of right 
at $50,000. 
The master purpose seems to have 
been * irticularly to legislate fourteen 
republicans out of office and make 
places for twenty-five democrats. 
County Local Option. 
There is no question in which the 
people of this state are today as deep­ 
ly and as vitally interested as 
the 
problem of control of the liquor traf­ 
fic. 
In my last 
message to the legis­ 
lature, submitted nearly eight years 
ago, I called attention to the growing 
feeling among the people of the state 
that the liquor traffic should be held 
to 
a 
stricter 
accountability, 
and 
warned the liquor interests that per­ 
sistence in the course they had ap­ 
parently adopted would result in the 
rapid increase of that sentiment. 
In 
the light of what has since happened 
in indiana that expression now seems 
prophetic. 
Even the opposition party, 
subservient as it is to brewery control, 
was driven tw’o years ago from its his­ 
toric attitude against sumptuary leg­ 
islation to a declaration in favor of 
local option with the township and 
city as the unit. 
I submit that the ac­ 
ceptance of local option in any form 
is in itself a complete justification of 
county local option—for there is but 
one logical unit of local government 
affecting an institution that must be 
dealt with by county officials, and that 
is the county unit. 
The theory that 
the farmer has no legitimate interests 
in that which exists at the county 
seat, where and for which in part he 
must pay his taxes, w'here he must 
transact much of his business, where 
his children must go, and from which 
they may come bearing the m arks of 
the saloon upon them, is untenable^ 
Even the law written by the brewery 
attorneys for enactm ent by the last 
legislature recognizes the legitimate 
authority of the county by providing 
a county as well as a towm and city 
license. 
The complaint Is 
made 
that 
the 
liquor question, the saloon question, 
has no place in politics. I answer that 
the liquor interests of Indiana put this 
question into politics, and they have 
kept It there. 
County local option was adopted as 
republican 
platform 
principle 
four 
years ago. 
A 
republican legislature 
placed a county local option law up­ 
on the statute books; a republican 
governor signed it. 
I believed two 
years ago that tho republican party 
should have the courage to commend 


its own work to stand 
by 
what it 
had done. 
I declared m yself publicly 
to this effect prior to the last republi­ 
can state convention. 
But at the re­ 
publican state convention of 1910 tho 
influences in control of the conven­ 
tion abandoned this issue, and w’hile 
endorsing every other important en­ 
actment of the republican 
party in 
Indiana, treated this 
measure 
with 
significant silence. 
The republican 
party, for the first time in its history, 
deliberately turned its back on an im­ 
portant part of the republican party. 
And it fell at the end of that cam­ 
paign, not as a shot, but shot in the 
back—running away from a responsi­ 
bility. 
If elected governor of Indiana, 
I 
shall, in fulfillment of this platform 
pledge of my party, endeavor to have 
restored to the statute books the coun­ 
ty local option law. 
A Word to the Soldiers. 
I am addressing many of my com­ 
rades in the wrar of '61 to ’65 and the 
w ar of ’98.

It has 'neeii seriously proposed in con­ 
gress to pension the soldiers of the 
confederacy.

say s: 
“And w*e apl rove the policy of the 
southern state-? in granting pensions 
to the ex-oonfederate 
soldiers and 
sailor- and their widows and chil­ 
dren.’’ 
Take n in connection wu’th the deci­ 
sion of the third term candidate that 
his party will have nothing to do with 
the negro in the states where, in vio­ 
lation of the constitution, he has been 
disfranchised and reduced to a state 
of practical 
peonage— denying 
th at 
the constitution follows the flag south 
of the Ohio, we see that instead of 
abandoning merely the name and not 
the principles of historic republican­ 
ism, the third term candidacy stands 
for the leveling of the union soldier 
down in his claim upon the nation's 
gratitude to the same status as the 
confederate soldier, and for the aban­ 
donment of the southern negro to the 
condition of servitude 
from 
which 
Lincoln sought to save him—a task 
in which he gave up his life. 
Law Enforcement. 
As governor I shall stand for law' en­ 
forcement. The enforcement of law is 
essential to the preservation of our 
liberties. 
I commend especially, that 
plank in the republican state platform 
which calls for the sp eed y removal 
of incompetent, corrupt or inefficient 
officials—whose continuance in author­ 
ity is one of the most prolific sources 
of lawlessness. 
Bosses and Bossism. 
The 
people 
are 
justly 
aroused 
against bosses and bossism. We have 
had too much of both. 
I have been 
saying that out loud for several years. 
We 
have 
had 
too 
many 
snap 
caucuses; 
too 
many 
polluted 
pri­ 
maries; too much manipulation both 
in politics and government that has 
fooled, outraged and 
incensed 
the 
people. 
This has been peculiar 
to 
no party and no locality. 
The repub­ 
lican state platform declares for the 
enactment of laws providing for the 
promary nomination of local officials, 
and the primary election of delegates 
to congressional, state and national 
conventions, these elections to be safe­ 
guarded by the Australian ballot and 
corrupt practices acts. 
To Indiana republicans disposed to 
wander away from their old house­ 
hold of faith—I recognize the entire

moments, However, when he was unre­ 
sponsive, and he was never demonstra­ 
tive.

HAVING DESIGNS 
ON THE CAPITAL 


Rebels Concentrating tor Attack 


On Mexico City. 


TO 
JOIN 
THE 
ZAPATISTAS 


Combination .’of the Two Forces of 


Those Who Are in Rebellion Against 


Madero Government. It Is Believed, 


Would Put in Field a Real A rm y of 


No Fewer Than 10.030 Men. Who 


Could Seriously Menace the Capital. 


Washington, Sept. 12. — The belief 
held here, in view of the developments 
of the last twenty-four hours, is that 
the Mexican rebels are striking their 
final blows along the border prepara­ 
tory to moving south. 
According to war department infor­ 
mation. Generals Rojas and Camisa, 
with about 1,000 men. have already 
started their march south. They have 
destroyed a great d?al of railroad 
property, it Is said, for the sole reason 
that they wish to make it impossible 
for the approaching federals to pur­ 
sue them. 
Threats have been made 
that all the railway bridges south of 
Naco and Del Rio, Tex., would be dy­ 
namited. 
It is believed that the total rf bet 
force when the present concentration 
is complete will total about 3,000 nun. 
The prediction is confidently made 
here that they have no other purpose 
than that of effecting a juncture with 
the Zapatistas in Durango and Zacate­ 
cas. 
lf this union of forces were ac­ 
complished it is believed the rebel' 
would th* n have a real army of at 
least 
10,000 men. with which they 
could menace Mexico City itself. 
The situation at Cananea has been 
relieve*! by the arrival of reinforce 
ments, bringing the federal garrison 
up to more than 500 men. 
No further 
anxiety is felt for the American col­ 
ony there. 
According to the 
information re­ 
ceived at the war department, the fed 
erals succeeded in preventing the cap­ 
ture of 
Ojinaga, opposite Presidio.

Intrepid Young Aviator, Who Gave 


Brilliant Exhibition Here August 


I, Crushed By Biplane. 


IT FALLS ON CHICAGO FIELD 


Daring Birdman Refuses Counsel of 


Wiser Men and Soars in Air 


For Last Time. 


Unfeari'ul of danger and not heed- 


ing the -warnings 
given him, Col. 


Paul Peck, the aviator who made two 
brilliant 
flights 
here Wednesday, 


August first, yesterday 
afternoon 


late was caught by a strong gust of 
wind while sailing over Cicero field 
at Chicago at ail altitude of two 
hundred feet, and he .and his biplane 
were hurled to the ground. The bril- 
liant young birdmau was so horribly 
crushed that he died at 12:50 this 
morning about seven hours after the 
accident, in a Chicago hospital. 


He was descending from his last 


contemplated flight of the day in the 
biplane which he'persoually develop- 
ed, and which was expected to per- 
form wonders in the aviation meet 
beginning today. 


Twice during the afternoon he had 


made brilliant flights. On his last 
flight he had ascended to a height of 
about 900 feet and with the eyes of 
1.000 spectators fixed upon him be- 
gan his descent. 


He descended in 
ioug, 'sweeping 


spirals until he was scarcely 200 feet 
from the ground. 
Suddenly some- 


thing went wrong, and from the long, 
birdlike swoop the biplane suddenly 
swerved, quivered and 
then tipped 


sharply downward. 


Peck struggled with his controls, 


and for an instant appeared to have 
regained the mastery of the air. but 
an instant later the machine dipped, 
and as the spectators groaned in hor- 
ror, biplane and aviator dropped like 
a plummet. 


AVith a crash that resounded 
all 


over the field the machine struck the 
ground, alighting head on. Peck was 
pinned under the wreckage with the 
heavy engine resting partly on his 
client and neck. The wreckage was 
immediately cleared and Peck^was 
rushed to the hospital in an autiJIio- 
bile. lie was unconscious and bleed- 
ing from a score of cuts made by the 
guys and splintered supports of bis 
biplane.

A NEW FEATURE 


OF SZABO CASE 


Evidence of Jiii Jitsu Disclosed 


at Inquest, 


FIRST HAND CASE OF MURDER 


Testimony of Coroner's Physician as 


to Means by Which Mrs. Szabo Was 
Rendered Helpless Before Her Body 
Went Into Waters of Greenwood 
Lake Convinced Court That There 
Is a Strong Case Against Lawyer. 


New York, Sept. 12.—Only after Dis- 


trict Attorney Rogers had laid a strong 
first-hand case of murder before him, 
did County Judge Royce of Middletown 
issue the warrant charging Burton W. 
Gibson with the 
murder of Mrs. 


Rose 
Menschik Szabo. 
Dr. 
Otto 


H. Schultze. coroner's physician of 
Manhattan, who assisted at the autop- 
sy, swore before the court that Mrs. 
Szabo died by asphyxiation by strang- 
ulation and not by asphyxiation by sub- 
mersion, which would have been the 
case if she had been drowned when 
she fell out of the boat on Greenwood 
lake, July 16. In other words, the 
physician, who has conducted many 
autopsies, swore that Mrs. Szabo was 
so injured before she went into the 
water on that day, 
that she never 


breathed after she had sunk below the 
surface of the water. 
The testimony 


of the surgeon injected into the case 
a new feature of murder, which com- 
bines the Japanese jiu jitsu with an 
expert knowledge of anatomy and phy- 
siology. 


According to the surgeon, before 


Mrs. Szabo went out of the boat on 
that day, she received a sharp blow on 
the threat which so affected the lar- 
yngeal nerve as to close her air pas- 
sages, making it impossible for her to 
breathe. The fact that she had never 
drawn breath after she was struck 
was shown by the fact that although 
she was in the water, there was not a 
single sign cf water in her lungs. She 
stopped breathing before she fell and 
died in consequence. 


In his further testimony Dr. Schultze 


testified that the blow which was de- 
livered at the apex of the throat, just 
under the chin, might have been a 
single sharp application of the thumb 
by a man who knew absolutely what 
be was doing, or it could have been 
done by the use of several fingers of 
the ban;] applied for an instant.

State Bureau of Inspection 


For the alleged purpose of beiter- 


tng the service and conditions sur- 
rounding factories and employees, the 
state bureau of inspection was cre- 
ated. The year 1910, was the last full 
year of the old department of inspec- 
tion, the state labor commission and 
the state mine inspector. In that yeat 
year the cost of these departments 
was $29,918.55. 
The state board of 


inspection has not yet been in opera- 
tion a full fiscal year and we can only 
take the provision of the act as the 
basis of its cost. 
The act, true to 


democratic practices, provides for a 
big chief, inspectors, etc., etc., with a 
salary list of $33,800 as a starter. 
There are fifteen assistants and three 
inspectors provided for, a total of 
eighteen men, whose all around duty 
is to "inspect," and these patriotic 
gentlemen with their traveling and 
incidental expenses will make an an- 
nual additional expenditure of right 
at $50,000. 


The master purpose seems to^have 


been particularly ro legislate fourteen 
republicans out of office and make 
places for twenty-five democrats. 


County Local Option. 


There is no question in which the 


people of this state are today as deep- 
ly and as vitally interested as 
the 


problem of control of the liquor traf- 
fic. In my last message to the legis- 
lature, submitted nearly eight years 
ago, I called attention to the growing 
feeling among the people of the state 
that the liquor traffic should be held 
to 
a 
stricter 
accountability, 
and 


warned the liquor interests that per- 
sistence in the course they had ap- 
parently adopted would result in the 
rapid increase of that sentiment. In 
the light of what has since happened 
in Inaiana that expression now seems 
prophetic. Even the opposition party, 
subservient as it is to brewery control, 
was driven two years ago from its his- 
toric attitude against sumptuary leg- 
islation to a declaration in favor of 
local option with the township and 
city as the unit. I submit that the ac- 
ceptance of local option in any form 
is in itself a complete justification of 
county local option—for there is but 
one logical unit of local government 
affecting an institution that must be 
dealt with by county officials, and that 
is the county unit. The theory that 
the farmer has no legitimate interests 
in that which exists at the county 
seat, where and for which in part he 
must pay his taxes, where he must 
transact much of his business, where 
his children must go, and from which 
they may come bearing the marks of 
the saloon upon them, is untenable* 
Even the" law written by the brewery 
attorneys for enactment by the last 
legislature recognizes' the legitimate 
authority of the county by providing 
a county as well as a town and city 
license. 


The complaint la made that the 


liquor question, the saloon question, 
has no place in politics. I answer that 
the liquor interests of Indiana put this 
question into politics, and they have 
kept it there. 


County local option was adopted as 


republican 
platform principle four 


years ago. A republican legislature 
placed a county local option law up- 
on' the statute books; • republican 
governor signed it. 
I believed two 


republican party 


Its own work to stand by what It 
had done. I declared myself publicly, 
to this effect prior to the last republi- 
can state convention. But at the re- 
publican state convention of 1910 the 
influences in control of the conven- 
tion abandoned this issue, and while 
endorsing every other important en- 
actment of the republican party la 
Indiana, treated this measure with 
significant silence. 
The republican 


party, for the first time in its history, 
deliberately turned its back on an im- 
portant part of the republican party.

we approve the policy of the 


southern statc-s in granting pensions 
to the ex-confederate soldiers and 
sailors and their widows and chil- 
dren." 


Taken in connection with the deci- 


sipn of the third term candidate that 
his party will have nothing to do witS 
the negro in the states where, in vio- 
lation of the constitution, he has been 
disfranchised and reduced to a state 
of practical 
peonage—denying that 


the constitution follows the "flag south 
of the Ohio, we see that instead of 
abandoning merely the name and not 
the principles of historic republican- 
Ism, the third term candidacy stands 
for the leveling of the union soldier 
down in his claim upon the nation's 
gratitude to the same status as the 
confederate soldier, and for the aban-

CombinatioiOof the Two Forces of 


Those Who Are in Rebellion Against 
Madero Government, It Is Believed, 
Would Put in Field a Real Army of 
No Fewer Than 10,000\ Men, Who 
Cculd Seriously Menace the Capital. 


Washington, Sept. 12. —The belief 


held here, in view of the developments 
of the last twenty-four hours, is that 
the Mexican rebels are striking their 
final blows along the border prepara- 
tory to moving south. 


According to war department infor- 


mation. Generals Rojas and Campa, 
with about 1,000 men, have already 
started their march south. They have 
destroyed a great d?al of railroad 
property, it is said, for the sole reason 
that they wish to make it impossiblo 
for the approaching federals to pur- 
sue them. Threats have been made 
that all the railway bridges south of 
Naco and Del Rio, Tex., would be dy- 
namited. 


It is believed that the total rebel 


force when the present concentration 
is complete will total about 3,000 men. 
The prediction is confidently made 
here that they have no other purpose 
than that of effecting a juncture with 
the Zapatistas in Durango and Zacate- 
cas. 
If this union of forces were ac- 


complished it is believed the rebels 
would then have a real army of at 
least 10,000 men. with which they 
could _menaco Mexico City itself. 


The situation at Cananea has been 


relieved by the arrival of reinforce- 
ments, bringing the federal garrison 
up to more than 500 men. No further 
anxiety is felt for the American col- 
ony there. 


According to the information re- 


ceived at the war department, the fed- 
erals succeeded in preventing the cap- 
ture of Ojinaga, opposite Presidio 
Tex., by the rebels. The latter lost 
four killed in the fighting. 


Lawlessness is increasing in the 


south of .Mexico, the state department 
is informed. Tlie conditions are grow- 
ing worse in Guanajato and Michoa- 
can. 
Manuel Betlancourt, an Ameri- 


can mining manager in the state of 
Guerrerro, has been severely and per- 
haps fatally wounded by insurrectos 
Another American, James D. Burt, in 
ATera Cruz, killed one of an attacking 
party which brutally assaulted mem 
hers of his family. 


Several Americans engaged in bus- 


iness or mining in Mexico have been 
visitors tp the war and state depart 
ments. Most of them regard the Mex- 
ican situation .as absolutely hopeless 
They declare that the Madero gov- 
ernment is weak and vaccillating and 
that the president is surrounded by a 
clique, each member of which is ex- 
ceedingly jealous of everyone else 
Not until the Mexican people find in 
themselves sufficient real patriotism t ) 
go out and put down the rcvolutionarj 
disorders will pence be restored in the 
republic, say these Americans.

El Paso, Tex., Sept. 12.—Incensed at 


•the action of the United States in per 
milling Mexican federal troops to 
cross American territory to engage 
'them, the Mexican rebels under Ro- 
jas, Salaznr and several lesser com 
manders, are 'threatening to shool 
Douglass, Aria., to pieces and kill ev 
•ery American they can reach. Gen 
era! "Rojas sent word that he would 
:attaCk Agua Prieta, opposite Doug- 
lass, if it did not surrender within 
twenty-four hours. The federal com 
mander of Agua Prieta at once wirec 
to Juarez for reinforcements, and 
General Huerta ordered General San- 
iraas and 500 men, mostly Yaqui In- 
dians, to entrain and go, through 
United States territory, to the relief 
of the teleagured garrison. 


Rojas is nighly incensed because the 


Cananea Americans have asked for 
arms. He declared that if any Ameri- 
cana take part in the defense of an} 
town attacked oy rebels, it will be a 
signal for all Americans to be treated 
as enemies and slaughtered indiscrim- 
inately.

of Aviator Rex Smith. 


Tliis is believed to be a record for 


passing the test. lie did much flying 
at College Park, and last winter wont 
with the United States Army aviators 
to Augusta.
